PARIS. May 3—"France la not 


going to export any of Its war orph- 
ans," said Monsieur Alfred Crolset, 
head of Ike Faculty of Letters of the 
Sorbonne. explsintng the participa- 
tion of Americans In the work of the 
Orphanage of the Armies of which 
be Is president. "I know a state- 
ment wal published recently to the 
effect that 160.000 American fam- 
ilies had offered to sdopt orphans of 
the war. The number was a little 
exaggerated, and the word adoption 
used In Its general sense was mis- 
leading. Orphans of the war so far 
as it Is possible are to remain in 
their families, especially when the 
mother is living. - Where there are 
no Immediate relatives to take care 
of them, they are to be placed In 
other French families and ultimate- 
ly will be cared 
for by the state 


until their majority; none of them 
are available for adoption under the 
common acceptation of the term. 


"Most of the Americans who have 


expressed the desire to participate 
In this work understand this point 
quite well; in fact 
In our corre- 


spondence the majority of the letters 
from the United States express the 
desire that the children which they 
agrse to support should remain in 
their families. The supposition that 
there are 160,000 American families 
wanting to take care of orphans 
arose no doubt from the fact t%at 
we were asked by Americans ,as to 
about how many war orphans there 
were needing assistance, and we put 
the number at 150,000. 
This, of 


course, does aot comprise all of the 
war orphans. 
They were estimated 


recently in a debate In the senate by

Jenouvrier 
at 
800.000 


which of course included half or- 
>hans. but a great proportion of 
these will never become the objects 
of charitable work 
and the exact 


number may, never be precisely de- 
termined.

"Committees have been organised 


In a great many American cities to 
eceiv* propositions of families, not 
to adopt orphans, but to support 
.hem in their own surroundings for 
a psrjod of two years, which Is sup- 
posed will go beyond the end of the 
war and carry 
them to the time 


when the measures taken by the gov- 
ernment tor the care of orphans be- 
come effective 
All the people In 


Trance connected with this move- 
ment have been deeply touched by 
the generous ardour of Americana in 
his work. We have received many 
housand letters, the numbers are 
ncreaslng every day, from families 
who want to enter into direct com- 
munication with orphans and start 
correspondence with them so as to 
'ollow them until such time as they 
need no further help. 


"The 
plan of the Orphanage of 


the Army Is to bring these child i en 
up without making them feel that 
they are objects of charity, without 
withdrawing them from their usual 
environment except when that envir- 
onment Is bad. We support them 
n their own homes with contribu- 
tions of 
money, clothing, books, 


pending the organisation of official 
means of providing for them. 
We 


are aided largely in this work by 
pupils of the public schools 
There 


are about 40,000 different schools in 
France, and the children of aach 
school contribute their sous for the 
support of an orphan ' Eventually 
each one of these schools will have 
a ward at Its charge "

Some of 
the most powerful machines In the 
German air service protect the bal- 
loons, and this in Itself Is regarded as 
sufficient proof

French aviators who an ambitious 


to destroy "sausages" are often 
lured to their death. The captive 
balloons are kept two or three miles 
behind the German linos, flanked by 
aeroplanes in groups of from seven 
to 12. A German decoy is sent forth 
to tempt the French machines into 
danger.

the German sends out a distress 
signal in tho form of a fuse, and the 
German group drives'" forward and 
endeavors to hem the daring French- 
man in.

strategy. 


'The "sausage" has an Important 


use, too. In aerial photography. The 
negatives obtained In this way are 
so accurate as often to give the Ger- 
man artillery a distinct advantage in 
dual bombardments, the range-Slid- 
ers sometimes, operating with the aid 
of photographs instead 
of human 


observers.

Practically all of the members of 


the, royal family excepting the king 
and queen helped wait on the guests 
at the tea party. Among the royal 
waitresses who served and chatted 
with the guests, taking great inter- 
est in their Individual stories of ad- 
venture at the front or on sea, were 
the king's daughter, Princess Mary; 
the Princes* Royal, the Princess 
Christian, the Princess Maud, the 
Princess Victoria, Princess Arthur of 
Connaught and the 
Duchess of 


Teck. 


The king and queen spent two 


hour* moving among their guests 
and making solicitous Inquiries, the 
sovereign evincing special interest In 
clearing up particular points as to 
charges and counter-charges in bat- 
tles that are now historic and reflect- 
ing the thorough manner In which 
he had familiarised himself with the 
strategy of the war. Queen Alexan- 
dra, widow of the late King Edward 
(VII., seemed everywhere In evidence 
and an object of particular affection.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April It.— 


,lt there is a woman anywhere in the 
United States, Alaska 
or even the 


Philippines who needs a cook or a 
maid for general v housework and 
other work the federal government 
iils now ready, to help her get one. 
Aa a necessary complement. It is 
«lso ready to help the woman who' 
is looking for the Job. 


Jbls Is the latest development in 


the* great employment bureau which 
the department of labor Is now oper- 
ating. This bureau 
faces a great 


national problem. 
The number of 


unemployed persons in the United 
States during recent years has aver- 
aged more than two million at all 
seasons. 
Fully one-fourth of these 


are 
women. The men, however, 


came in for consideration on the part 
of Che government because more of- 
ten families 
are dependent upon 


them. A service was organised to 
bring the man and the Job together. 
Its success was beyond all expecta- 
tions. The thousands of men that 
, bad gathered in the great cities were 


• distributed westward 
where there 


were terms with waiting harvests, 
and mines and lumber camps. 


This government employment bu- 


•reau began simply as an agency for 
farm hands, 
and 
has 
gradually 


{broadened the scope of Its work to 
include every industry. 
Within the 


last six months, its service has been 
extended to the women of the coun- 
try as well as the men, by the or- 
ganization of a woman and girl's di- 
vision. Women's sections have been 
opened in New York, Philadelphia, 
Chicago San Francisco and Wash- 
ington. 
Similar arrangements are 


•oon to be made in Boston, Brook- 
,|yn, Cleveland, Kansas" City, 
St. 


(Louis:and Los Angeles. 
A woman 


officer is In charge of each of these 
offices. In localities where^branches 
for women have not been organized, 
womens* applications will be re- 
ceived by the existing federal em- 
ployment bureau. It is planned soon 
to havet a woman agent in each of 
the principal cities of the country. 


The government work in obtain- 


ing employment for men and women 
is under the direct management of 
the bureau of immigration, which is 
a branch of the department of labor. 
Secretary of Labor Wilson and Com- 
missioner of Immigration Caminettl, 
are its chief proponents. The de- 
partment of agriculture and the In- 
terior help by listing the needs of 
persona within 
their 
jurisdiction. 


The post office department la the de- 
pository for blanks for use of em- 
ployers 
and 
wage-earners respec- 


tively, upon which 
to initiate the 


services offered by the system; also 
to furnish information to the fed- 
eral officers 
regarding 
applicants. 


Every one of the 60,000 post offices 
in the United States is a contributing 
factor In the work, and every mail 
carrier distributes application blanks 
on request. 


Suppose that a woman in North 


Dakota wants a maid of all work. 
She asks the mall carrier for an ap- 
plication blank, which she nils out 
under his direction. She is required 
to give two references as to her own 
reliability, for Uncle Sam believes 
that the employer should be well 
recomended as well as the employe. 
A detailed description of the work 
to be done, the wages to be paid, j 
whether transportation will be ad-1 
vanced, the probable permanence of| 
the employment, are some of the | 
details noted upon 
the application!

Application by 
the woman who 


seeks a position is made in exactly 
the same way. The great majority 
of these applications are for places 
In domestic service. There seem to 
he a great number of women who 
are tired of the industrial strusglo 
of the cities, and wou'd like to find 
less trying and precarious employ-, 
inent In private homes.

The positions found by women are 


by no means limited to those in do- 
mestic service. 
For example, there

The government employment 


bnreaa has found congenial work In 
the country for 
many women and 


(Ma who gained their clerical traln- 
inc to th* cltlea. and who desire the 
healthier life of the country. Again, 
the employment bureau has enabled 
amall country store* to obtain em- 
ployes trained 
In city methods of 
In. the clans of un- 


trained labor, women and girls have 


fonnd especially valuable for 


picking ami crating fine fruits. 


On* important effect of the gov- 


ernment work, and one which will 
probably become more Important In 
the future, la to enable workers to 
get fairer wages. 
This does not 


take the form so much of a raise 
In the scale of pay, as of a standard- 
isation of wage*. The amount paid 
for farm labor has been too high In 
some sections, too low In others. . A 
rapid shifting of the working force 
in accordance with demand and ne» 
ply has naturally tended to make the 
wages paid more uniform and there- 
fore fairer. 
At first appUcatloas 


were often received .for farm labor 
at from $5 to 98 per month. Farm- 
ers offered these wages because they 
had been accustomed to pay them. 
Now they are learning that compe- 
tent help can not be obtained at such 
a rate. 


Wherever 
possible, the govern- 


ment bureaa is co-operating with 
those 
maintained 
by cities and 


states. In many cases the efficiency 
of these lesser 
bureaus has been 


greatly increased by 
the 
federal 


aid, and it is believed many of the 
local agencies will eventually be 
combined with 
the national 
one. 


Thus, in Chicago the government Is 
co-operating with both a city and a 
state bur*aui,1&»d it is planned to 
combine all three as soon as possible. 


Of course there are inevitable dif- 


ficulties in thia 
effort to find the 


right place for 
the right woman. 


Some Of the servants placed by the 
federal service have 
proved inef- 


ficient, and some of the positions in 
which they have been placed have 
since been 
listed as 
undesirable. 


But as the work goes forward, a 
great body of information about 6017 
•ployers and employes is being gath- 
ered. 
In the course of years, every 


maid and'every mistress In the coun- 
try may have a government rating. 


All possible precautions are now 


being taken to Insure mutual satis- 
faction. The honesty and good char- 
acter 
of 
each 
applicant 
for 
a 


place must be vouched for by at least 
two reliable persons, and these ref- 
erences are always looked, up. The 
employer la the subject of an equally 
careful inquiry, and special care is 
taken that girls and women may not 
be placed In undesirable positions. 
Inspection agents 
are kept In the 


field for this purpose. 


The service 
of 
the government 


employment bureau is not limited to 
adults. 
Boys and girls of suitable 


age may also apply for work. 
The 


offices in San Francisco and Chicago 
have helped a number of country
